Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia.,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and. 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

Tn  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  bo  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 


if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 


82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petitions  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

the  Province  of  British  Columbia  has,  under  the 
terms  of  an  agreement  between  that  Government 
and1  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  with  refer- 
ence to  mineral  lands  in  the  Railway  Belt,  as  set 
out  in.  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  lltli  February, 
1890,  applied  for  a grant  of  the  undermentioned 
land  and  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  May,  1890,  by  filing 
the  sworn  declaration  of  Alfred  W.  Johnson, 
Dominion  Land  Surveyor,  to  the  effect  that  the 
land  in  question  .is  of  no  value  for  agricultural 
purposes  or  for  the  timber  growing  thereon,  and 
has  paid  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  acre, 
the  sum  of  fifty-one  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents

A By-law  (o  provide  for  the  Removal  of  Obstructions  which  prevent  the  Free  Flow  of  Waters  in 
Solly's  Creek  and  Somenos  Creek,  in  the  Municipality  <>f  North  Cowieban,  and  for  borrowing  on 
the  Credit  of  the  Municipality  the  Sum  of  $3,009.90  for  completing  the.  same.

And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by  J.  Herrick 
McGregor,  Esquire  (a  British  Columbia  land  surveyor,  being  a person  competent  for  such  purpose) , 
of  the  said  locality  proposed1  to  be  benefited  by  the  said  works,  and  Iras  also  procured  plans  and 
estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  J.  Herrick  McGregor,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made 
by  him  of  the  lands  to  be  benefited1  by  the  said  removal  of  the  said  obstructions  in  the  said  Solly’s 
Creek  and  Somenos  Creek,  the  proportion  or  acreage  to  be  benefited  by  the  said  works  being  that 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  the  said  assessment  so  made  being  the  assessment  hereinafter  by  this 
by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed'  and  levied  upon  the  property  hereinafter  in  that  behalf  especially  set 
forth  and  described,  and  the  report  of  the  said  J.  Herrick  McGregor  in  respect  thereof  and'  of 
the  said  removal  of  obstructions  being  as  follows: — • 

“ Commencing  at  a dead  fir-tree  situated  on  the  property  of  Messrs.  McPherson  & Fullerton,  and 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  as  Station  1,  the  Somenos  Greek  falls  from  this  point  down  to 
mean  high-tide  at  the  Crofton  Road  Bridge  a distance  of  35.8  feet  in  1,660  feet,  giving  an  average 
grade  of  about  11.6  feet  per  mile.  From  this  Station  1 to  the  West  holme  Lumber  Co.’s  Bridge  there 
is  a maximum  grade  of  26.8  feet  per  mile.  On  this  portion  of  the  stream  it  does  not  appear  to  be 
advisable  to  work  in  the  bed  of  the  stream,  with  the  exception  of  clearing  out  the  grass  and  logs. 

“ From  Station  2 to  Station  4 it  will  be  necessary  to  crib  the  south  bank  with  a 36-inch  dyke 
to  prevent  flooding  and  backing  the  water  up  Solly’s  Creek. 

“ If  the  bed  of  the  creek  is  graded.,  in  all  probability  it  will  become  an  endless  source  of  expense 
on  account  of  the  gravel  scour  that  will  be  deposited  below  all  the  bends,  and  if  the  straightening- 
out  scheme  were  undertaken  this  would  increase  the  velocity  of  the  water  and  carry  the  scour  down 
to  Station  8,  causing  flooding  at  that  point.  The  question  of  catching  (he  gravel  before  the  stream 
widens  might  be  undertaken,  but  would  be  expensive,  and  need  not  be  considered'  unless  the  improve- 
ments do  not  meet  your  requirements  upon  trial. 

“ In  connection  with  this  portion  of  the  work,  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  mouth  of  Solly’s 
Creek  diown-stream  a distance  of  200  feet  from  its  present  position,  and  constructing  a new  bed'  for 
it  along  the  foot  of  the  slope  for  a distance  of  400  feet ; a good  grade  could  then  be  carried  right 
from  the  outlet  back  to  -the  road.-bridige  by  the  farm-house. 

“On  the  lower  reaches  of  the  creek  there  are  a few  gravel-beds  want  lowering  to  grade  contain- 
ing about  600  cubic  yards,  and  also  a small  rock  obstruction  containing  23  cubic  yards;  with  these 
removed  and  the  creek-bed  properly  cleared  of  logs  and  grass,  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  getting 
on  to  the  land  at  an  early  date,  except  in  the  event  of  a high  tide  combinedi  with  warm  wet  weather 
in  the  early  spring,  which  is  a .combination  which  cannot  be  counteracted. 

“ The  estimated  cost  of  clearing  the  stream,  cutting  down  the  gravel-bars,  trimming  the  banks, 
and  putting  in  1,400  feet  of  cribbing  3 feet  high  by  4 feet  0 inches,  inside  measurements,  of  2-inch 
fir  spiked  to  6x6  cediar  posts  driven  3 feet  in  the  ground  and  filled  with,  gravel,  would  be  $1,500. 

“ The  'Cost  of  our  survey  to  date  is  $453,  and  giving  grades  and  supervising  the  work,  if  required, 
would  be  $146.50 ; making  the  total  cost  of  the  work  $2,099.50.

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And1  whereas  the  said  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  preventing 
the  free  flow  of  'water  in  the  said  creeks  is  desirable: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  bp  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Co wi chan 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipal  Act”: — 

First:  That  the  said!  report,  plans,  and  estimates  be  adopted,  and  the  said  removal  of  the 
obstructions  which  prevent  the  free  flow  of  the  waters  in  the  said  Solly’s  Creek  and  the  Somenos 
Creek,  and  the  works  connected  therewith.,  be  done  and  constructed*  in  accordance  therewith. 

Second:  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Corporation  may  borrow  from  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  on  the  credit  of  the  said  Corporation,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2,299.50),  being  the  funds  necessary  for  the  said  works,  as  the  same 
may  be  required  from  time  to  time  to  pay  all  fees,  costs,  charges,  and;  expenses  lawfully  incurred 
and  payable  in  respect  of  removing  the  obstructions  to  the  free  flow  of  water  from  the  said  Solly’s 
Creek  and  Somenos  Creek,  including  the  cost  of  the  engineer’s  examination  of  the  said  creeks,  and 
of  determining  what  land  will  be  benefited*  by  the  carrying-out  and  completion  of  the  said  works, 
and  the  proportion  in  which  the  assessments  shall  be  made  of  the  various  proportions  of  lands 
benefited  by  the  said  works,  and  including  also  the  cost  of  advertising  as  provided  by  the  “ Munici- 
pal Act,”  and  also  the  legal  and,  other  incidental  expenses  in  connection  with  this  by-law.  The 
said  Reeve  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  allow  to  the  said’  bank  interest  on  the  said!  sum  of  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2,299.50)  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  per 
centum  per  annum,  which  may  be  paid  or  allowed  in  advance  by  way  of  discount  or  otherwise  howso- 
ever as  they  may  deem  best.  The  said  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($2,299.50)  shall  be  made  payable  oh  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June,  1917,  and  the 
promissory  note  or  notes  of  the  said  Corporation  given  therefor  shall  be  made  payable  on  or  before 
the  said  30th  day  of  June,  1917,  and  may  be  renewed  by  the  said  Reeve  from  time  to  time.

BY-LAW. 

A By-law  to  raise  the  Sum  of  $33,500  for 
School  Purposes. 

Wl  I Kit  MAS  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the 
District  Municipality  School  District  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  District  of  Saanich,  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  February,  1012,  caused  to  be  prepared 
and  laid  before  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  Saanich  a detailed  esti- 
mate of  the  sums  required  to  meet  special  or  extra- 
ordinary expenses  which  might  be  legally  incurred 
by  the  said  Board,  amounting  to  $30,000,  and  which 
estimate  was  the  subject  of  consideration  by  tbe 
said  Municipal  Council,  and  the  same  was  finally 
rejected : 

And  whereas  the  secretary  of  the  said  Board 
has  written  to  the  Reeve  of  the  said  municipality 
requesting  the  said  Council  to  pass,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  section  124  of  the  “ Municipal  Act,” 
and  submit  for  the  assent  of  the  electors  a by-law 
authorizing  the  proposed  expenditure  and  for  the 
raising  of  the  moneys  required  to  defray  the  same 
upon  the  credit  of  the  municipality: 

And  whereas,  pursuant  to  said  request  contained 
in  said  letter,  the  said  Municipal  Council,  acting 
in  pursuance  of  the  mandate  contained  in  section 
50  of  the  “ Public  Schools  Act,”  are  submitting  this 
by-law  for  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  Saanich : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows: — - 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  tlie  Corporation  of  tbe 
District  of  Saanich  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
municipality  by  way  of  debentures  from  any  person 
or  persons,  or  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may 
be  willing  to  advance  the  same,  a sum  or  sums  of 
of  money  amounting  to  $33,500,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  District  of  Saanich  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  aforesaid. 

2.  That  the  sum  to  be  raised  and  the  debt  and 
obligations  to  be  issued  therefor  shall  be  made  pay- 
able on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1922,  said  day 
being  ten  years  from  the  said  first-mentioned  date. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  $1,650  shall  be  raised 
annually  for  the  payment  of  interest  during  the 
currency  of  tbe  debentures  to  be  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  this  by-law,  and  the  sum  of  $2,922.20 
shall  be  raised  annually  as  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  sum  of  $33,500  when  the  same 
becomes  payable  (such  last-mentioned  sum  so  to 
be  raised  by  way  of  sinking  fund  does  not  allow 
for  interest  on  the  same  at  more  than  four  per 
centum  per  annum,  to  be  capitalized  yearly)  ; the 
annual  sums  aforesaid  shall  be  raised  and  levied 
in  each  year  by  a rate  sufficient  therefor  on  all 
real  property  in  the  municipality. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  Saanich  to  cause  any 
number  of  the  debentures,  to  be  called  “ School 
Loan  By-law  1912  Debentures,”  to  be  made  and 
issued  for  such  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, $33,500,  and  each  of  the  debentures  being  of 
the  amount  of  not  less  than  $500,  excepting  in  the 
case  of  one  such  debenture  which  may  he  for  a 
lesser  amount  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  said 
Reeve ; and  all  such  debentures  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  of  Saanich  by 
the  Reeve  thereof. 

5.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  be  made  payable 
in  ten  years  from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned 
for  this  by-law'  to  take  effect  at  the  Bank  of  British 
North  America  in  Victoria,  or  at  the  same  bank  in 


London,  England,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them 
coupons  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  and  the 
signature  of  the  Reeve  to  the  coupons  may  be 
affixed  by  printed,  stamped,  or  lithographed 
facsimile. 

6.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  hear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  from  the 
date  thereof,  which  interest  shall  lie  paid  half- 
yearly  at  the  Bank  of  British  North  America  in 
the  City  of  Victoria  aforesaid. 

7.  The  amount  so  assessed  and  levied  as  provided 
in  section  3 hereof  shall  he  paid  on  or  before  the 
31st  day  of  December  in  each  year  during  which 
the  said  debentures  have  to  run,  and  in  default 
thereof  shall  bear  interest  thereon  after  such  dates 
respectively  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum  until  paid,  and  may  be  recovered,  together 
with  all  costs  in  that  behalf,  forthwith  after  default 
by  the  sale  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  real 
property  so  charged  ; hut  in  the  event  of  the  sale 
of  any  real  property  or  any  part  thereof,  ten  days’ 
notice  thereof  published  in  one  newspaper  circulat- 
ing iu  the  district  shall  be  given. 

S.  The  Corpora  tion  of  the  District  of  Saanich  do 
hereby  guarantee  the  moneys  and  interest  thereon 
to  he  raised  under  the  authority  of  this  by-law, 
and  the  Council  will  out  of  the  current  year’s 
revenue  pay  to  any  person,  persons,  or  corporation 
from  whom  they  may  borrow  the  money  upon  the 
security  of  the  debentures  hereby  authorized,  or  to 
the  several  respective  holders  of  the  said  deben- 
tures, the  several  respective  payments  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  fall  due. 

9.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  on  the 
day  of  , 1912. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ School  Loan 
By-law,  1912.”

LOCAL  IMPROVEMENT  BY-LAW  No.  13. 


WHEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  Saanich  has  been 
petitioned  by  all  the  owners  of  the  lands  hereinafter 
described:  to  grade,  macadamize,  and  drain  Marigold 
Road  from,  the  Burnside  Road  to  the  Carey  Road 
within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality  of  Saanich, 
and  to  spread  the  payment  for  such  works  over  the 
term  of  ten  years,  and  to  assess  the  cost  of  same 
against  the  property  benefited  thereby,  which  peti- 
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lion  was  presented  in  pursuance  of  section  74  of 
the  “ Municipal  Act  ” : 

And  whereas  the  said  petition  is  signed-  by  all  'the 
persons  shown  by  the  last  revised  assessment  roll  of 
the  Municipality  of  Saanich  to  be  the  owners  of  the 
lands  benefited  by  such  local  improvements  in  the 
said  petition  asked  for : 

And  whereas  the  said  Marigold  Road  runs 
through  a portion  of  Section  78,  Victoria  District, 
shown  on  a map  deposited  in  the  Land-  Registry 
Office  at  Victoria  and  there  numbered  1171 : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  : — 

1.  That  Marigold  Road  from  Burnside  Road  to 
Carey  Road  within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality 
of  Saanich  be  graded,  macadamized-,  and  drained. 

2.  That  the  proportion  or  number  of  owners  of 
land  to  be  benefited,  by  the  said  work,  and  the 
proportion  or  value  which  the  lands  owned  by  them 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  of  the  said  lands  to  be 
benefited,  and-  the  means  of  ascertaining  and  deter- 
mining the  lands  to  be  benefited  by  such  work  or 
by  the  acquisition  of  the  same,  and  the  proportion 
of  benefit  received  by  such  lands  therefrom,  and

4.  The  said;  expropriation  hereby  made  is  made 
in  aid  of  the  said  local  improvement,  and  any  com- 
pensation and  damages  payable  in  respect  thereof 
or  otherwise  consequent  upon  the  passing  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the 
property-owners  under  the  saidi  local  improvement 
as  ascertained  by  the  Local  Improvement  General 
By-law  and  amendments  thereto,  and  the  report  of 
the  City  Assessor  and  the  City  Engineer  made  on 
the  26th  day  of  February,  1912,  referred  to  in  the 
said  Local  Improvement  Authorization  By-law  No. 
389. 

5.  Any  real  property  injuriously  affected  by  the 
carrying-out  of  the  work  of1  extension  andi  expro- 
priation therefor  may  be  entered  upon  by  the  work- 
men and  employees  of  the  Corporation,  or  of  any 
contractor  employed  to  carry  out  the  works,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  so  to  enter  to  execute 
any  works  of  construction,  maintenance,  or  repair 
in  mitigation  of  injury  done  or  apprehended,  or  in 
mitigation  of  compensation  claimable  by  reason  of 
or  through  the  carrying  out  of  the  works  hereby 
authorized. 

6.  This  by-law  may  for  all  purposes  be  cited  as 
“ Hillside  Avenue,  Cediar  Hill  Roadi,  to  City  Limits 
Expropriation  By-law,  1912.”

BY-LAW  No.  1242. 

A By  law  for  41k*  Expropriating  of  certain  Land 
on  Both  Sides  of  Fairfield  Road  between 
Dallas  Road  and  FouJ  IDy  Rond  for  the 
Purpose  of  widening  Fairfield1  Road. 

7HIEREAS  the  Council  have  by  resolution

BY-LAW  No.  1215. 


A By-law  for  the  Purpose  of  constructing  a Lane 
through  Block  “ W ” from  Quadra  Street  to 
Blanchard  Avenue  and  to  expropriate  Land 
and  Real  Property  for  the  same  Purpose. 

WHEREAS  the  Council  have  by  resolution 
determined  to  open  up  a lane  through  Block 
“ W,”  bounded  by  Blanchard  Avenue,  Johnson 
Street,  Quadra  Street,  and  Pandora  Avenue,  from 
Quadra  Street  to  Blanchard  Avenue,  and  therefor 
to  expropriate  a strip  of  land  5 feet  in  width  on 
each  side  of  the  line  running  in  a westerly  direc- 
tion from  Quadra  Street  to  Blanchard  Avenue,  and 
midway  between  Pandora  Avenue  and  Johnson 
Street,  in  order  to  make  the  said  lane  a uniform 
width  of  10  feet,  as  a work  of  local  improvement 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  specifications 
referred  to  in  Local  Improvement  Authorization 
By-law  No.  252:

4.  The  said  expropriation  hereby  made  is  in  the 
aid  of  the  said  local  improvement,  and  any  com- 
pensation and  damages  payable  in  respect  thereof 
and  otherwise  consequent  upon  the  passing  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the 
property-owners  under  the  said  local  improvement 
as  ascertained  by  the  Local  Improvement  General 
By-law  and  amendments  thereto,  and  the  report  of 
the  City  Assessor  and  the  City  Engineer  made  on 
the  28th  day  of  July,  1911,  and  referred  to  in 
the  said  Local  Improvement  Authorization  By-law 
No.  252. 

5.  Any  real  property  injuriously  affected  by  the 
carrying-out  of  the  work  of  extension  and  expro- 
priation therefor  may  be  entered  upon  by  the 
workmen  and  employees  of  the  Corporation,  or  of 
any  contractor  employed  to  carry  out  the  works, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  so  to  enter  to 
execute  any  works  of  construction,  maintenance, 
or  repair  in  mitigation  of  injury  done  or  appre- 
hended. or  in  mitigation  of  compensation  claimable 
by  reason  of  or  through  the  carrying-out  of  the 
works  hereby  authorized. 

G.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Block  ‘ W’ 
Expropriation  By-law,  1912.”
